Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday in this 
weok were obsorved 2s usual as a genoral 
holiday on account of the Autumn Mooting 
of the Shanghai Raco Club, which has 
passed off very successfully. Fine weather 
on each of the three days of course contri- 
buted greatly to tho pleasure of the meeting, 
which was largely attended each day, in 
spite of numerous “ up-country ” shooting 
and boating parties having taken away 
many into the quict retreats of deer, 
pheasant, wild boar, &e., who would other- 
wiso probably have been present at the races, 
‘Wo have not heard of any ‘big bags” having 
beon made, so perhaps “lying back” was 
more practised than tramping “o'er moss 
and fell” in search of the wild game. 
Thera are many worse ways of spending a 
Race Meeting holiday than on board a 
well-appointed and roomy house-boat in 
some quiet nook of one of these much- 
contemned North-China creeks, especially 
in fine weather and absence of mud, as on 
the occasion under notice.—As we have 
just before said, the Race Meeting went off 
satisfactorily and pleasantly so far as the 
arrangements of the Stewards and those in 
authority under them, were concerned ; 
but even these could not constitute them- 
selves arbiters of fate, so a considerable 


























number of racing “speculators” went on 
two or three occasions to the wall—quite 
contrary to expectation in some instances, 
though in others the results were quite 
fore-gone conclusions. There can, however, 
be no cavil as to the generally pretty equal 
division of the wins considering the 
quality of the stables—Mr. Risk and Mr. 
John Peel carrying off four each out of the 
twenty-three races, besides running a dead 
heat, in which they divided ; Mr. Paul and 
Mr. Ton Broeck were Incky enough to 
carry off three each, the latter also “ seeur- 
ing” a dead heat with Mr. Siwel, in which 
they also divided ; Mr. Fernando won two, 
and Messrs. Edmund, Armin, Kebrevo, 
Bill, and Mat. Dawson, one each.—The 
fourth, or “off-day” of the meeting is 
fixed for to-morrow (Saturday), but we have 
not heard anything of its prospects up to 
the hour of going to press with the .-C. 
Herald for the mail. 

It will be interesting doubtless to many 
to learn the unexampled career of the 
famous racing pony Black Satin, now the 
property of Mr. Nickels. The gallant and 
handsome little animal has now won thirty- 
two races, in no fewer than twenty-six of 
which he was ridden by his present owner. 
The wins include four Criterions', four 
Champions’, and four Ladies’ Purses ; 
while on tivo other occasions he ran second 
for the Criterions’, besides taking second 
place in other races. Surely it would be 
Gificult to find anything approaching a 
parallel to this extraordinary career in the 
annals of racing in the Far East, or, indeed, 
anywhere,—and what is more, although 
getting old, Black Satin is not nearly 
played out,but will be seen for many a day 
yet in front of the starter. 

Some remarkable shooting took place 
at the Rifle Butts on Saturday morning, 
during practice for the forthcoming Autumn 
Competition of the S.V.C. Ono of the Mih- 
ho-loongs, at 700 yards, made nine bull's 
eyes and a centre in succession; and 
at 800 yards soveral bull’s-oyes, also in 
succession, when ovving to the overheated 
condition of his Martini-Hemry from rapid 
loading, ho had to cease firing. Several 
other members of the Corps also made 
good practice. It ia believed the com- 
petition this Autumn will bo more than 
ever exciting.—It is pleasant to find the 
old passion for field sports generally re- 
viving in these Settlements. The “turn 
of the tide” has been long coming, but it 
has undoubtedly come at last ; and so long 
as sport of any kind is kept free from the 
vice of being made too much like a mar- 
ketable commodity, so will it flourish and 
be saus reproche. 

The M.M. Company's mail steamer Ava 
was “ expressed” to Jeave for Woosung at 
one o'dlock p.m. on Wednesday, the 5th 
November, or about two and a half days 
before the time of her departure home- 
ward. Of course, it was the old story of the

the Bar is beneficial to private interests, 
as a means of keeping up freights per 
existing lines of steamers and so keep- 
ing “ outside ” vessels, that would trade at 
cheaper rates, virtually outside, in conse- 
quence of the great risk of having to pay 
exaggerated charges for lighterago, &c., 
if they venture to cross the Bar, and so 
preventing the cheaper rates they are desir- 
ous of instituting to meet “the times,” 

We are informed that on Wednesday 
night, the C.MLS.N. Co.’s steamer Yung- 
ching, Captain Wallace, ran down and sank 
the pilot boat Bonita, belonging to Mr. 
J.T. Taylor, while standing outward, and 
near the first creek on this side Half-way 
Point. She is now on the Middle Ground, 
and at low water her gunwale is just ex- 
posed. She appears to have been run into 
on the starboard side, just about the fore- 
rigging. Those on board hada very narrow 
escape of their lives, having barely time to 
get on board the steamer beforo the pilot- 
boat sank. They lost everything they had 
on board.—Messrs. J. J. Tucker and Bolton 
have surveyed, and Messrs. Boyd and Co. 
have engaged to raise and repair, the sunken 
craft, 

We perceive the Dramatic Corps of H.M. 
gun-vessel Growler has been giving concert 
and theatrical entertainments at Kobe, in 
aid of the funds of the Sailors’ Reading 
Room and Lending Library at that port. 
‘The blue-jackets who have made uso of the 
room have, says the Hiogo News, always 
expressed themselves as grateful for the 
privileges they have been permitted to 
enjoy through its establishment ; and now 
Jack comes forward and volunteers sub- 
stantial help towards maintaining the in- 
tution and helping to enlarge its bounty, 
—[The next time the Growler puts in at 
Shanghai, the Temperance Society should 
look after her Dramatic Corps.] 

The P. &O. 8. N.Co.’s steamship Gwatior

Court, the Magistrate of which did not 
hesitate to express his opinion during 
the progress of the pretended trial, 
finds it convenient to reserve judgment ; 
and, meanwhile, necording to the imme- 
morial custum of Chinn, the abuse goes 
on unchecked ponding first decision 
and the refereuce to Peking. It is 
only when we look below tho surfaco 
and examine into the actual position of 
affairs, Ubut some show of reason for 
these auomalies displays itself, Had 
the monopoly of the Swatow Guild 
beon a merely moreantile organisntion 

supported by the superior business 
capacity of its members or Council, 
there would have been uo inducement 
for all this delay; practical justice 
would have been satisfied with the 
statement of the Taotni at the Mixed 
Court, that there was no such combin- 
ation as was forbidden by the treaties 
between China and the various powers, 
Not ouly Obinese mandarius but foreign 
meroliants would have accepted the 
position that the foreign merchant 
had beon fairly beatew in his own 
trade, aud that superior energy, know. 
ledge of business, and the command 
of capital, bad resulted in the transfer 
from his hands to a ring of native 
merchants of a profitable staple. ‘The 
lesson to have been learnt in such 
‘caso was, howover galling, a useful 
one, and importers aud dealers would 
have had to review their ways and 
seek to discover, if by better methuds 
of business and a little plainer under- 
atanding between themselves, they could 
not lift their staple out of the quagmire 
of despondency into which it hud fallen. 
Bat unfortunately this does not repre- 
sent the entire of the position; nor are 
we justified, from the evidence before 
us, in looking to the Chinese Courts as 
a deus ex machina from whence justice 
is to proceed, and by whose uetion the 
eutanglement of the plot is to be un- 
ravelled and its difficulties solved. In 
other words, the officials sitting as 
judges in the Migdothemistic tribanal 
of mixed causes are scarcely to be 
looked upou ns impartial or disin- 
terested spectators of the game being 
played by silly mortals; but are, in the 
very nature of affairs, themselves really 
parties to tho action, It ins been 
stated, and it has uot been douied, 
that in Shanghai aud Chinkiang, at all 
events, if not at other places, the 
relations between the Swatow Guild 
aud the officials are of the closest nature. 
Iu other words, the Guild undertakes to 
collect on the opium the tax known as 
Tekin, and in consideration of doing 























permitted to make its own 
arrangements, to chouse out who shall 
deal in the article and who shall not, 
and to accept or refuse to clear the 
opium or receive the tax at its own 
pleasure.

Chinese Government is free to make 
ow angemenis for colle 
revenue, but on the other hand it is also 
bound to pat down all monopolies for 
concentrating trade in the hands of 
such a body as the Inte Co-hong at 
Gnuton, In many respects the position 
of that body was analogous to that of 
the Swatow Guild of to-day. Its im- 
portance arose, uot from the fact that 
its members alone were permitted to 
trade with foreiguers, but that, as a 
trading society, they wero entrusted 
with the collection of duex, and became 
the fiscal agents of the mandarins in 
their relations with the foreign (rade. 
Tu fact, there is a farcical resemblance 
between the recent action ut the Mixed 
Court and a somewhat. similar appeal 
made to the Tsung-tuh’s Court at 
Canton, justa hundred nnd fifty years 
ago. ‘The snpereargoes of the  Enst 
Company wished to lay certain 
grievances before the Viceroy, and 
succeeded in getting into his yamen, 
The great man himself did not deign 
to receive them in person, but seut n 
deputy who soundly rated them for 
coming without their linguist. ‘hey 
replied thnt he feared to come with- 
out the commands of the yamou. After 
a time it turned ont that he aud the 
hong merchants were all the while 
in the yamen. The officer rated the 
supereargees for troubling him abont 
such petty things, and told them they 
hud better apply: to the merchants, 
‘They replied that “as their grievances 




















came fom the merchants, how could | 


it be supposed that they (with the 
linguist ever in their interest and 
under their direct would become 
instruments in any just accusation 
against themselves; their preseut case 
witnessed they would not; what 
methods could they then adopt to 
obtain justice?”

was becoming embarrassing for its 
members, ‘I'he Chinese authorities had 
compelled its members to disgorge such 
large sums of money that it was with 
the greatest. difficulty its ranks could 
be filled, and more than once the Com: 
pany’s superintendents asked to have 
some stable merchants appointed to the 
Guild in pluca of the bankrupt traders 
of which it had come to be composed. 
The Guild a profituble sponge 
between mundarins and foreiguers 5 ib 
absorbed all that was possible out of the 
foreign trade and then was squeezed out, 
and the process was repeated at intervals 
as time aud circumstances offered the 
opportunity. In much the ame manner 
the Swatow Guild is now being converted 
oacurrent to draw off the life-blood of 
foreign trade, For the nonce it is probe 
ably highly profituble for the members, 
and of course the pretence of ita heing 
® mercantile association will be held up. 

The list of charges made by tho 
Guild seems to point out ‘that the 
squeezing process is well advanced. 
Benevolent taxes, lnvied long after the 
object for which they were started has 
disappeared, have uu ugly look in the 
accounts of a mercantile institution, 
and at all events give rise to the iden 
that the 'Paotai’s baste in making up 
his mind, and delay in giving judgment, 
ainy proceed from other causes besi 
alove of justioe in the abstract. 

We are sorry to sco that the Chamber 
of Commerce, whose interests are largely 
coucerued in this matter, bas as yet 
failed to make its ideas.known, Are we 
to place its apatby-on this score in com. 
purison with its inertness in the matter 
of the Woosung Bar? It is difficult to 
help a community which takes no care 
of but we should bave imagined 
that even in the midst of uuexpected 
tea profits some time could have been 
devoted to tuke steps to ascertain 
tho view of the merchauts of the 
If comparatively fow members 
of the Chamber are directly ougnged 
in the opium trade, it is well to ree 
member that it constitutes au import. 
ant fuctor in the commerco of China, 
What to-day is possible with regard to 
opium, to-morrow muy be imposed ou 
other staples; and thus one by one tho 
developments of trade be effectually 
presented. In a matter of this sort it 
is more than unwise—it is suicidal—for

AMITOAL DRUSKARDS. 
A wicatr distinguished French physi- 
cian, M. Lancereaux, hns lately invest- 
igated with mucli care and minuteness 
tho physical, intellectual and moral 
inflaeuees trausmitted to their descend. 
ants by habitual druukards, His results 
aro of great interest and value, and will, 
we do not doubt, be considered of 
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partionlar importance by the incrensing 
mass of foreigners hero and at other 
ports who are carrying on a crusade 
against alcohol. Atoug the physical 
evils to which the children of drankards 
are born heirs, are imperfections in the 
structure of the nervous systom, declar- 
ing themselves chiefly by epilepsy but 
also by hysterical affections aud a ten 
denoy to convulsions from such simple 
causes as the accidental presence of 
intestinal worms. Out of eighty-threo 
cases of opilepsy in which tho family 
history could be traced, drunkenness 
in the parents was certified in sixty. 
These sixty had had 244 brothers and 
sistora, of whom forty-cight were epilep- 
tio and 132 had died at the timo of 
onquiry. Most of tho 112 survivors 
were still young, and soveral of them 
had had serious nervous diseases of 
various kinds, including water on the 
brain and idiocy. ‘That is to say, one- 
third of all the children born to the 
sixty drunken couples were epileptic, 
nearly one-half died enrly, and of tho 
remainder several were victims of nor- 
vous disease, about one-third boing 
Known to be epileptic. Tho effect on 
the intellect is no less marked. Many 
of the epileptic patients wore deficient 
mentally, idiocy was reported in some 
instances, aud the children suffering 
from water on the brain were doubt- 
loss little better than idiots. In general 
terms, the children of the workmen of 
Paria, who consume enormous quantities 
of adulterated liquor, have a precocious 
and depraved intelligence which, as 
childhood passes by, denies its early 
promise of superiority and exhibits 
only depravity. How much of the Com- 
muue-maduess was due to brain disease 
inherited from druvken parents, can 
never be known; but the suggestion is 
@ reasonable oue aud would certainly 
cover a largo area of the phenomena, 
Finally, drankards pass on their appetite 
to their children, by whom aggravated 
it is trausferred to succeeding genera. 
tions, Thus such a ghastly genealogy 
is.constructed as the following, compiled 
by Morel, in tho caso of a youth nd- 
mitted to tho Rouen asylum ina state of 
idiocy. First generation : great. grand- 
father killed in a tavern braw], habitual 
drankenness and moral depravity. 
Second generation: graadfather, hab 
itual dean $8, mi altar 
ending in goneval paralysis. ‘Third gen- 
eration: father, sobriety but tendency to 
commit homicide, delusions of persecu- 
tion, Fourth generation: complete 
idiooy ; sisters known to bo prostitutes. 
A sadder or moro instructive family 
history was surely uever written.

MARRIAGE ¢. 


We noticed n few weeks ago a body of | 


statistics which seemed to prove that 
throughout Enrope marriage produces 
the happiest results iu diminishing 
crime. Many reasons more or less 
plausible might be assigned why this 
should be so, but explanations of ob- 
served rales are in general dangerous 


things to deal in, They are lixble to 
bo too comprehensive, and should any 
remarkable exception to a rule bo dis- 
covered, the explanation is discredited, 
however guod in its way and as far as 
it goes it may really be. For instance, 
marriage and paternity by raising men’s 
stakes in the world, are likely to make 
them more careful in the game they 
play. Hence, oue might sry, tho 
superior morality of married persons. 
Many other like propositions might be 
laid down, and would apply to people 
not absolutely bratalised. But when 
investigation is made into the sta- 
tistics of crime among the Russian 
lower orders, out of whom all the 
humanity is crashed by a savage des- 
potism, it is found that the only effect 
of marringe is to give a dograded 
man a vietim over whom to tyrannise, 
whilo the irresponsible authority be 
thus acquires developes his cowardice 
and violerce, and thus still farther 
bratalises him. To the majority of 
Russian peasant women conjugal life 
is a foretaste of the bottomless pit. 
Yet with the extraordinary folly of 
human nature, it is almost always 
entered on at a very enrly age. Rasb- 
ness in contracting marriage obliga- 
tions, disgust at the discovery of the 
realities of married life, violence and 
cruelty on one sido and utter helpless. 
ness on the other, all combine to drive 
married people into crime. Hence it 
is not strange that in Russin among 
criminals there are more married than 
single persons, 80 that amid the causes 
of crime wherewith statists, philan- 
thropists and legislators have to con- 
cern themselves, the holy sacramont of 
matrimony holds a prominent place. 

Nor is it only in this respect that an 
examination of Russian police statistics 
leads to unexpected results. It is admit- 
ted that everywhere (Russia included) 
education tends to dimin’ 
tration of crime with violence. 
cultivated assassin administers a subtle 
poison disguised in a bon-bon, and 
would shudder as much as his victim 
at the sight of a blood-bespattered blad- 
geon. But while everywhere else edacn- 
| tion diminishes crimo of all kinds, in 
| Russia it increases it. The ratio of 
educated criminals to the entire criminal 
| population is larger than the ratio of 
educated persons to the entiro popula. 
tion. It is hard, if not impossible to find 
reason for this. But whatever the 
reason, the fact betrays an essentially 
unnatural element in the constitution 
of Russian society.

masticated and digested, would speedily 
connect the eighteen provinces by lines 
of railroad with tho centres of her trade, 
a marvellous advantage would accrue to 
Englaud, whose trade with this country 
miust necessarily be a maritime ono. We 
have stated only the minor premisses and 
the conclusions. ‘The major premisses can 
easily be supplied. ‘These are without ex- 
ception either monstrous or simply false. 
Along with Sir Walter Medhurst’s arti- 
cle, which is more raving unless Russia 
be acknowledged to represent the n: plus 
ultra of civilisation and progress, should be 
read Karl Blind’s astounding revelations 
of what Russia really is, of what her 
rulers aro capable, and of what disastrous 
results flow from her administration 
wherever a section of the earth's surface 
is cursed by her supremacy.—Professor 
Mivart contributes a paper on Animals and 
Plants which would find its place suitably 
in a work on general biology, but is 
singularly out of place in a non-technical 
periodical.—An article by Mr. Proctor on 
The Problem of the Great Pyramid would be 
intelligible, interesting and even important, 
did it not presuppose on the part of its 
readers a knowledge of the topography 
of tho pyramid which is only to be 
acquired from other works and by the aid 
of maps and plans which few have tl 
opportunity or leisure to consult, He dis- 
poses satisfactorily of many of Professor 
Piazzi Smyth's vagaries of speculation, 
while he establishes apparently beyond the 
reach of doubt that the pyramids were con- 
structed for astronomical observations prob- 
ably in the interest of astrology. Assuming 
that certain conveniences for observation 
corresponded at the time of the building to 
stars of remarkable brilliauey, one by 

















indicating that point; and another at its 
meridian passage; the date of the great 
pyramid may be fixed at or about 3300 
B.C. For at that period Alpha Draconis 
was less than four degrees from the pole, 
and Alpha Centauri as it crossed the meri- 
dian must have shone directly down an 
observing tube apparently prepared for it, 
‘The date thus assigned agrees well with the 
conclusions of Egyptologists on grounds 
independent of astronomy. 

Mr, Froude’s account of the celebrated 
impostor, Alexander of Abonotichos, under 
the title of A Cagliostro of the Second Cen- 
tury, is the most entertaining of the articles 
in the Nineteenth Century. It is in fact 
nothing but a condensation (not very much 
condensed) of Lucian’s famous story of 
Alecander, or the false prophet. And, by the 
way, with characteristic inaccuracy, Mr. 
Froude assigns his original to Lucian with- 
out casting a shadow of doubt on the great 
satirist’s authorship, the fact being that the 
authenticity of the work is seriously ques- 
tioned. ‘The story of Alexander is one of 


























the most curious in later ancient history. 
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A skilful physician, an expert conjuror, and 
gifted with an utter absence of principle, 
together with a mild, majestic presence and 
a melodious voice, he started from abject 
poverty with no other extraneous aid than 
the possession of an enormous suake which 
he had tamed. This animal he passed of 
asan incarnation of Asculapius, established 
an oracle, got a magnificent temple built, 
amassed unheard of wealth, was consulted 
by Roman senators, generals, and even by 
Marcus Aurelius himself; accomplished a 
vast amount of mischief and injustice, and 
finally died in the odour of sanctity almost 
universally credited and worshipped. The 
attempts made by sceptics to expose his 
pretensions and the ingenuity with which 
he baffled them, form the most amusing 
part of the tale.—Mr, Romanes’ article on 
Reereation, which ocoupies the first place in 
the number, is mere padding. There is 
absolutely nothing in it that is not to be 
found better stated in a dozen elementary 
books on physiology and education, which 
are to be found in every mechanics’ library. 
Mr. Mallock’s Dialogue on Hunan Happi- 
ness is chiefly remarkable for one or two 
pretty translations—or rather adaptations— 
from ischylus; one, the lovely opening 
address of the Occan nymphs to Pro- 
motheus, which is very skilfully rendered ; 
another, the speculations wf the old men in 
the Agamemnon on the state of mind into 
which Helen’s desertion must have cast 
Menelaos.—M. Edmond About makes a 
vigorous onslaught on the clerical party in 











France, and by a minute analysis of the ; 


projected Ferry law on higher education 
proves that its provisions have been care- 
fully misrepresented by interested writers 
in the English Press. ‘The upshot of 
his article ia that so far as religious 
corporations are assailed by the pro- 
posed enactment, the Jesuits are alone 
tosuffer. What the Jesuits have actually 
done towards promoting higher educa- 
tion he does not mention, but he 
implies that whatever that may have 
amounted to would have been accomplished 
better without their aid. Upon this point 
an impartial judgment can hardly be ex- 
pected. It is easier to say than to prove 
that a givon effect which has certainly beon 
produced by a given cause, would, failing 
that cause, have as certainly been produced 
by some other cause.—The yradual develop- 
ment of the modern conceptions of God, 
regarded as a quasi-physiological process, 
is the subject of an important aud highly 
technical article by Mr. Jacobs. To any 
man who has long been tossed on the waves 
of rival philosophical systems, there is more 
rest to be found in Spinoza than in any 
other of the great masters of thought. 
Mr. Jacobs's paper appenrs to us mainly 
valuable for the light it lets in on Spinoza’s 
teaching. 

‘Macmillan's Magazine is decidedly feeble. 
An appreciative review of Professor Seeley’s 
second paper on History and Politics ap- 
pears in the current number of the Pall 
Mall Budget. We, therefore, will not go 
over that ground, Commander Cameron 
discusses a proposed route for an Indo- 
Mediterranean Railway, in an article which 
must be read with a map beside one ; and 
Miss Wyse contributes a short account of 
M. de Beaufort’s now celebrated “Society 
for aiding the maimed poor.”

A correspondent writes :—‘The exam- 
inations are over, and, strange to record, 
without the usual disturbances. Of the 61 
degrees conferred, Wuchang-fu has obtained 
17, Hanyang 14, and Huang-chow 16. Six 
other prefectures have 14 between them, 
and Ichang and Huang-yang are left un- 
represented: Over 12,000 students came 
up for the examination, but have now 
nearly all left. At the head of the list, 
was, as usual, a man from the district city 
of Kuang-pi, in the Huang-chow prefecture, 
named Liu $3}. 

Of other news there is none. ‘The crops 
are good, the tea season has been a good one, 
people are prosperous and contented, and 
there are neither wars nor rumours of wars 
in the Vice-royalty. A gang of thieves 
visited us some six weeks ago, and com- 
mitted some daring robberies in the native 
city; but a high mandarin having been one 
of their first victims, the authorities were 
stirred up to energetic measures, and the 
robbers seem to have thought it desirable 
to decamp with their plunder, or at least 
to be hid, and we have heard no moro of 
them. 

‘The American Consul-Genoral, Mr. 
Shephard, has gone for a trip to Ichany, 
which promises to be a favourite resort for 
tourists in the Autumn season, Everyone 
who goes there brings back enthusiastic 
| accounts of the beauty of the scenery, &e.; 
| indeed, there is now no more difficulty to 
bo encountered y there than used 
to be met with in Switzerland or on the 
Rhine.

Our correspondent writes :—The triennial 
examinations which have been held simul- 
taneously throughout the eighteen provinces 
are now over, and disappointed students, 
whose name ‘is legion, have to console 
themselves with the hope of “ better luck 
next time. 

So little has sch 
public estimation 
degree, that it is put down last among the 
five conditions essential to success, and 
good luck has the first place. 

First, says the oracle, luck; second, 
destiny, or an auspicious horoscope ; third, 
Feng-auei, including the happy choice of 
a resting place for departed ancestors ; 
fourth, yood decds done in secret ; and 
fifth, study. The myriad luckless ‘stud- 
ents who have failed this time will there- 
fore comfort themselves in the belief that 
it was not their essays or poetry which 
vere at fault, but only the fates which 
were against them. 

Of a candidate who died as he was enter- 
ing the Hall, it was currently reported that 
he must have been a sinner above all others, 
and the avenging Nemesis had pursued him 
to the death lest he should attain to higher 
honours. 

Several others died during the course of 
the examination, and, according to custom, 
their dead bodies were hoisted over the 
walls, from a superstitious idea that it 
would be unlucky to carry the dead through 
the Dragon Gates. Were the Governor of 
the province himself to die in the discharge 
of his duties within the Hall, his remains 
would not be allowed to pass these gates, 
but would be carried out through a hole in 
the back wall. 

‘The examinations lasted nine days, from 
| the Sth day of the 8th Chinese month till 
































the 16th, with an interval on the 10th and 
13th days. 

‘The list of successful candidates was pub- 
lished on the night of the 22nd inst., or 
the 9th day of the 9th month. Groups of 
interested students and their friends were 
to be seen all day long discussing the prob- 
able names on the list. Soldiers were on 
guard front the Hall to the Provincial 
‘Treasurer's yamén, where a cheap and 

tly gallery, made of bare poles 
raw matting, Nad been erected to 
‘e the Roll of Fame. 

Denser than ever became the crowds in 
the streets, and louder the hum of excite- 
ment, as the hour of midnight arrived 
when the guns were fired, and the scroll 
was unrolled before the eyes of the waitin, 
multitude. Only sixty-one out of a total 
of about 12,000 competitors have gained 
the degree of Chii-jen, or M.a., while only 
nine others have obtained honourable 
mention. Previons to the Taiping rebel- 
lion, Hupeh could only pass forty-eight 
men at the triennial examinations, The 
number was raised in consideration of vast 
sums of money subscribed to the impover- 
ished Imperial Exchequer of that time, 
and asa kind of bounty to the people for 
the heavy taxes imposed under the name 
of lekin, which then embraced not only 
merchandise, but property, income and 
poll taxes that have since been abolished. 

Of the sixty-one names on the list, by far 
the largest proportion are men belonging 
to the departments of Wu-chang, Hwang- 
chow, and Han-yang, the more distant 
departments of H ang, Ichang, and 

have failed to carry off even one 
while the Manchous, from King- 
chow, who always send about 100 students, 
have their allotted number of three degrees. 

‘The ages of the successful candidates 
range from nineteen, a lad who is 34th 
Wrangler, to fifty-three, the oldest, who is 
14th on the list. 

‘Lhe age of the Senior Wrangler is thirty. 
‘one, and he comes from the Kwang-chi di 
trict, where no doubt his success will be loss 
attributed to superior scholarship than to 
the rebuilding of a pagoda and a temple 
to the God of Literature, which havo 
lately much improved the Feng-suei of the 
place. 

The texts on which the three essays 
of the first examination have to be writ- 
ten are taken invariably from the “Four 
Books,” and on this occasion were as 
follows 

Ist. —Tsz Kung said :—Suppose the case 
of a ruler conferring extensive benefits 
upon the people, and able to assist all. 

‘2nd.—This rule (of conferring honours 
on three generations of ancestors) was ex- 
tended to the princes, great officers, scholars 
and people. 

3rd.—To hold a middle course without 
deviation is as bad as holding to an extreme. 

Subject for poem :— 

“The azure precipice was half concealed 
in a mass of rolling clouds.” The poem 
was to bo in pentameter verse, and eight 
of the sixteen lines were to rhyme with the 
last word of the text ; the exaininers fur- 
nishing about fifty or more rhyming words 
to choose from. 

‘The average length of each essay is about 
00 words, and the greatest amount of care 
is bestowed on the first, which curiously 
enongh is on exactly the same text as that 
givin at Peking this year (see V.-C. Herald 
of 7th October, p. 317.) 

The students are in the Hall from the 
Sth to the 10th day, shut up in their small 
cells four feet by three, not eo large or 
comfortable even as Kirke White’s 

“Closot just six feet by four, 

With white-washed walls and plaster 
floor 5 
So noble, large, "tis scarcely able 
To admit a single cha'r and table,” 
The Chairman's study cannot boast 
“A window vainly stuffed about

Ist.—A critical examination of various 
readings of the text of the Five Class 
with the appended remark that the presen 
dynasty las paid much attention to the 
purily of the text of these books, and 
students should therefore acquaint then 
selves with the best readings. 

Qnd.—A long series of questions on 
eropancies found in the best Histories of 
the Empire. 

Srd.—A ‘discussion of the merits of 
‘various books of past dynasties on the subject 
of Agriculture, prefaced with theremark that 

























































«The Government of a cotntry is founded | 
upon its Agriculture, and the produce of | 


the fields is the people's Heaven ;” and 


concluded with the further remark, that as 
many of the competitors havo been brought 
up in agricultural districts they will answer 
the questions from their own personal 
experience. 

4th.—A list of questions on the ancient 
geography of tho province, and divergent 
statements in the old typographies of the 
country. 

bth.—An examination into the anthor- 
ship, date and value of varions celebrated 
collections of Essays. 

It will bo seen from the above brief sum- 
mary of topics that this part of the compe- 
tition would necessitate a vast amount of 
most careful reading to enable the student 
to answer the questions correctly. ‘This 
the only part of a Chinaman's education 
which travels heyond the blind routine of 
the Four Books and Five Classies ; and were 
a reforming educationalist to arise, ke might 
here easily introduce a few questions on 
foreign Ianuuages, science and international 
Jaw, withont much disturbance of the pre- 
sent balance of classical studies. As things 
are, this part of the examination is skipped 
by nearly every student, and is reckoned 
as having very little influence in deciding 
the fate of the previous days’ essays. Nine- 
tenths of the men are in blissful ignorance 
of most of the questions, and hence the 
practise of carrying on cribs is universal, 
So great is the number of students that it is 

























































| impossibleeven tomake a pretence of search- 
jing them. Every man takes with him as 
} many cribs as he has money to purchase, or 
room in his basket to carry. If h 
basket be full of writing materials, cook- 
ing utensils and provisions, he disdains not 
to stuff his stockings, the lining of his 
clothes, hat and shoes, and to fill his eap- 
acious sleeves with these aids to memory. 
Several men sitting in adjoining cells 
will also combine their efforts to save 
time in searching for the answers to 
particular questions, and when these are 
found in the cribs, each student copies from 
the book, only making a few verbal altera- 
tions according to individual taste, and 
with « view to hiding the plagiarism, 
Failing that, they make a guess at the 
answer, and’care not whether it be right 
or wrong ; hence the popular saying abant 
a man who is unable to answer, or wishes 
to evade a question: he balked it, As 
showing further the vast namber of fai 
ures under this headihg on the part even 
of the best essayists, it is significant that 
whereas the Prize Essays on the Four 
Books and the poem are always printed, 
the Essays on the Five Classics are not so 
invariably printed, while the answers to the 
last day’s questions aro seldom, if ever, 
published. 

Bribery is a thing not unknown on 
these vceasions, though every precaution is 
taken, both on the journey from Peking, 
aud after their arrival at the provincial 
pital, to prevent tho High Examiners 
ving any communication with the outer 
world. They enter the city on the Ist day 
of the Sth month, and are escorted to their 
temporary residence by officials, who see 
that the doors are closed and sealed behind 
them. Here they are imnmred till the 
Gth day, when their formal entry into the 
Examination Hall is maze the oceasion of 
a urand procession, in which all the civie 
dignitaries of the ‘city take part. ‘The 
Imperial Examiners are the hononred znests 
of the day, and they are attended by the 
Viceroy, the Governor, the Provineial 
Treasurer, Taotais, and’ a host of minor 
officials chosen from the Magistrates of the 
provines, who have already won the degree 
of M.A. or LL.D. Twelve of these 
form a snb-examining board to sift the 
Essays as they are first handed in, while the 
others is, sealing, 
stamping, transcribing, &e., &e. Every 
Essay is copied in red ink, and only the 
copies are seen by the examiners. 

‘The st of September witnessed one of 
those public pageants of which all China- 
men are as proud as our forefathers were 
of the Lord Alayor’s show in les utiliterinn 
days. 

‘The students were naturally anxious to 
look upon the faces of the men who had 
themselves won the highest literary honours 
of the Empire, and who had been commis- 
sioned to preside over the present competi- 
tion ; while the populace flocked in from 
all quarters to see the procession of man- 
| darins in gorgeous court costumes, riding 
j through the streets in open chairs.’ There 
was fhe usual grand tum-out of raj 
muffin lads, dressed in dirty green tunics, 
tinsel hats and peacock’s feathers. Sinall 
[regiments of other boys bearing flays and 
| painted title boards, numbers of repulsive 
looking yamén runners, ridiculous tram- 
peters, lame gony-bearers, grave looking 
| hero tall hats, riding on horseback 
[and strapped across their backs in 
| yellow sill the seals and other insignia of 

office; an array of fantastically carved 
| batons, pewter glass-bejewelled censers, 

and deep flounced crimson umbrellas ; and 
| then came the foreign-armed troops gaudily 
| attired, carrying their guns with bayonets 
| fixed, marching at a most funereal pace, 
| while not one burst of applause broke 
| from the crowd, but a death-like stillness 
Land silence prevailed as these great rulers 
| of an abject people passed along. 
‘The examinations bring not only stud- 
ents, but thousands of other strangers, 









































































































to the city; so that the streets, tea- 
shops, and places of public resort pre- 
sent from morning to night the most bust- 
ling and enimated appewranca, ‘There is 
an extraordinary display of new book stalls 
and book shops, and the exhibition of every 
variety of article likely to tempt a scholar 
from paper, pencils and crockery, to essay- 
bags, matches and hand-stoves, turns tho 
principal streets into a crowded fair. 
Proclamations were issued, as usual, warn- 
ing gambling-house and opinm-den keepers 
against harbouring bad characters, and de- 
stroying the morals of the disciples of Con- 
fucius. And there was the old stereotyped 
edict from the Viceroy, calling on the 
students to behave courteously towards 
foreigners, and thus sprend the fame 
their yood manners to the regions outside 
the Middle Kingdom, Foreigners, it was 
stated, had been warned, throngh their 
Consuls, not to come over from Hankow ; 
but should any be found wandering about 
for recreation, the students were not to 
laugh at their outlandish appearance and 
dress. Asa fact, foreigners who have been 
living in the city for years went out and in 
among these students every day without 
the slightest inconvenience. A great change 
has undoubtedly come over the bearing 
of the literati fuwards foreigners in Wu- 
chang during the last ten years, and from 
being regarded by Consuls and’ anerchants 
in Hankow as a most dangerous placo to 
enter, Wu-chang is now one of the most 
weaceable, as it is also one of the most 
eautiful, cities in the Empire.

HONGKONG, 

‘The China Mail understands that half 
of the fine imposed upon the Hongkong, 
Canton and Macao ‘Steamboat Company, 
for over-carriage of passengers, on the 26th 
of February last, has been remitted by 
H.E. the Governor. It appears that no 
explanation whatever is given of the delay 
in granting the remission, and no reasons 
have beon Youchsafed as to why the Govern- 
ment has retained, while admitting the 
hardship of the ease, so large a share of 
the Company's assets. The fine amounted 
to the outrageously large sum of $11,000 ; 
which money has been, it is presumed, on 
deposit for the lust eight months. If a 
nominal fine is presumed to be suflicient— 
and it might well be so regarded, especially 
in view of the wonderful decision arrived 
at by the Mayistrate in a similar caso two 
months later—why should the Government 
have retained their hold’ upon $5,500? A 
nominal—we were almost saying a sub- 
stantial—penalty of $1,500 would have 
fairly met the case ; and Mr: Hennessy's 
motives would have been less apt to be 
misunderstood. 

‘The British barque Hazel Holmes, Captain 
Millican, arrived on the 22nd ultimo from 
Quinhon with about 100 Chinese passengers 
on board, amongst whom were forty child- 
ren, principally boys. It is reported that 
there is an utter want of food in that locality, 
and children are constantly being shipped 
off in all directions, literally to save their 
lives. In the present instance many of the 
boys were quite emaciated when they came 
on board the barque, and when presented 
with food they ato most ravenously. ‘The 
Daily Press, writing on the same subject, 
states that a rumour got afloat that the 
children were to be given away at the Police 
Station to any cligible person who would 
take one or more to adopt. Several 
European ladies visited the Central Station 
with the intention of making a selection 
from amongst the starvelings, but di? 
succeed, as the children had bee: sent 
back to the vessel in which they came to 
the Colony.

‘The eiveumstances ave detailed as follows :— 
Huang 'Té-chi, a schoolmaster, lived in the 
Shih-el’éng district in Kwangtung, of 
which place he was.a native. His father, 
Buany Kuo-hung, his mother Huang Lai 
chi, aud his wite Hsieh shih, lived in the 
seme house. He had always been a dutiful 
sen, and the whely family were on the best 
of terms. ‘Towards the close of last year, 
howev ny Té-chi suddenly went mad, 

dd continued” to be insane with lncid 
i n only son, and neither 
filthy nor troublesome in his fits of mania, 
his father was loth to send him to tho 
authorities to be pnt in custody, as is the 
proper practice, and so locked him up at 
home, bezsing his relatives to keep the fact, 
of his son's maduess quiet. In the month 
of Nov , 1878, tie father went to Lien 
Chow, 2 afterwards the son 
hil afresh fit of mania, during which he 
wrenched off his chains and got out of the 
outhouse in which he was confined, and, 
picking up a vegetable chopper, ‘began 
to dance and brandish it about. His wife 
saw him in this condition and rushed to 
snatch the knife away from him, whereupon 























































‘She screamed for help, and 
law came running out from 
her bedruom and called out to her son to 
stop. The madman then attacked his 
wouther aud dealt her a blow over the 
temples with the chopper which felled her to 
the ground, after which he threw the weapon 
down and wughing down the road. He 
was followed by sv ghbours who heard 
the women's cries of distress, caught him, 
aud once wore secured him.’ His mother 
died a few 's afterwards, and his wife, 
being alone and still suffering from her 
wounds, did not send news of the murdor 
tu the district town, which was some way 
off, but she wrote to her father-in-l 
hurry back, and buried her mother-in-law 
in the meantime. On the father’s return 
he sent the maniac to the Magistrate, but 
he was so mad that it impossible to 
extract a statement from him. The rela~ 
tives of the deceased and other wit- 
nesses. were, however, summoned, and 
their testimony as to’ the cause of the 
mother’s death being sutticient, at the 
husband's request the body was not dis- 
turbed, as he objected to the process that 

fornial inquest would necessitate. ‘Tho 
wife was also examined on her recovery 
from the wounds she had received, and the 
wt that the crime was committed during a 
fit of insanity was established beyond all 
doubt. As’ the law docs not recognise 
any extenuating circumstances where the 
crime of pacricide is converned, the man 
Huang hi has been put to death by the 
iny elvih process, and his head sent to the 
cone of the erime tu be there exposed. 
The father uf the maniac, and his relatives, 
who, aw of the lunatic's condition, con- 
cealed the same from the authorities, with 
the result that a great social crime has 
been committed, hare each been punished: 
by the iniliction of forty blows, being the 
usual mitigation of the penalty of 100 blows 
tu which they are liable by law.

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was, nevertheless, upon the local authori- 
ties’ that the respo ty devolved of 
distributing this relief among the poor 
people, in an even and equitable manner. 
‘The memorialist has on repeated occasions 
submitted to His Majesty the names of 
those officers from neighbouring provinces 
who have been particularly active in as- 
sisting the cause with contributions of 
money, or have been energetic in getting 
the grain sent forward, and His Majesty 
has, as often, graciously accorded the marks 
of distinction that were solicited on behalf 
of these officers. ‘The local authorities and 
gentry wore, it is true, but fulfilling their 
bounden duty in doing what they did, and 
« meritorious service” cannot be mentioned 
in connection with their labours, but when 
memorialist comes to reflect upon the way 
in which they have worked for the past two 
years—how a population of as many as six 
million people has had to be passed under 
“inspection, and grain to the extent of more 
than two million piculs has been distributed 
amongst them—how they have given them- 
selves heart and soul to the arrangement of 
schemes for the relief of suffering], and 
the careful execution of the samo ; establish 
ing kitchens for the issue of gruel to fill 
the bellies of the hungry crowd, dispensing 
medicines in times of epidemic sickness, or 
opening places for the sale of grain at 
moderate rates; or, again, providing ro- 
8 for the “maintenance of destitute 
ldren ; burying the bodies and bones of 
those who died ; supplying wadded gar- 
ments to the poorly clad, and contriving to 
get plough oxen and seed corn for those 
who wanted it; disposing of the deserted 
lands, and [diminishing] forced labour, 
ete., otc., he sees that there was not one of 
these undertakings but which was dependent 
for success upon the unanimous sympathy 
and united energies of these samo of 
and gentry, who carried them outin the most 
satisfactory manner, Numbers amongst 
them, more even than can be counted, 
fell victims to the labours they underwent, 
and the memorialist has noticed a care- 
worn and anxious expression on the faces 
of those who have waited upon him at the 
provincial capital that was most distressin; 
to see, He invariably consoled them al 
with words of kindness [for the troubles 
they had undergone}, and took occasion to 
exhort them to continue their effects in the 
work of reorganisation, that they might 
continue steadfast to the end. “But, as 
from first to last, several thousand ofiicials, 
titular and other, and notables, have dis- 
played meritorious zeal in the perform- 
ances of these duties, it is impossible that 
they should all have honorary rewards 
conferred upon them. ‘The memorialis 
has accordingly instructed the Re-organiza- 
tion Office to direct the department and 
district magistrate to reduce their lists of 
deserving individuals, that these may be 
brought within reasonable limits. ‘This has 
now been done, and a first list has been 
submitted by the Re-organisation Commit- 
teo who will send-a second when answers 
have been received from the various author- 
ities concerned. ‘The former is respectfully 
laid before His Majesty with a humble 
request that he will be pleased to bestow 
marks of distinction upon the officials and 
gentry named therein. A list of the -Lieut- 
énants and Ensigns recommended will be

October 14th.—A decree directing the 
Governor of Hunan to investigate a counter- 
charge brought at the Oftice of Gendarmerie 
in Peking against Ou-yang Siang and others 
by Ou-yang Kuang-hung, a member of the 
same clan, Ou-yang Siang had accused 
Ou-yang Kuang-hung and others of having 
encroached upon the family burying ground 
with a mine they were working, in con- 
sequence of which a faction fightarose, inthe 
course of which several persons were killed.

(8) Postscript memorial from T’u Tsung- 
ying, Governor of Honan, reporting the 
loss of the treasure in the Chang River, 
that forms the boundary between the 
provinces of Honan and Chihli, as has al- 
apt been announced by the Governor of 
the latter province. The Governor gives 
much the same version of tho story as Li 
Hung-chang, except that he states that the 
Magistate of An-yang declared the loss of 
the money happened in the Tz’i-chow 
jurisdiction and not in his, the carts having 
already been ferried across the river and 
gone for about two li on the other bank, 
when they were overtaken by afreshet that 
suddenly came down and caught the two 
hinder carts, which were carried away. 
‘The Governor goes on to state that he has 
received a letter from Li Hung-chang to 
the effect that the Sub-prefect of T2'ti Chow 
equally denies that the mishap occurred in 
his jurisdiction, so that the An-yang Magis- 
trate should be called upon to recover the 
money, though, the Sub-prefect willbe 
directed to afford him every assistance. The 
dispute is easily settled. “The Chang river 
forms the boundary between the district and 
the sub-prefecture. It the accident occurred 
while the carts were on the ferry boat, the 
An-yang Magistrate cannot plead irrespon- 
sibility f, on the other hand, they had 
nded from the boat, it is evident 
that they must have reached the opposite 
shore, and it was the duty of the Tz’a Chow 
Sub-prefect's underling to have met them 
and taken charge of them at the river's edge, 
and they cannot excuse themselves by the 
plea that as they had not been in time to 
receive the carts, the agents from the 
southern bank had not been relieved of 
their charge and were still therefore on 
duty. The only way of settling the facts in 
dispute is to despatch officers to the spot to 
hold a joint enquiry into the matter. The 
memorialist therefore prays that Li Hung- 
chang may be instructed to appoint at 
officer to meet memorialist’s deputy at the 
scene of accident, and hold a searching 
enquiry with him into the circumstances of 
the case.—Granted by decree earlier issued. 
(4) Memorial from Lin Chang-yo, Gov- 
evernor-General of Yitnnan and Kweichow, 
and Tu Jui-lien, Governor of Yiinnan, sub- 
mitting a scheme for the re-distribution of 
the army of the latter province, by which 
a more efficient control of the frontier will 
be maintained without extra cost to the 
provincial exchequer. ‘The original num- 


ber, of lien chin (EH), or additional 
Grilled troops enrolled in excess of the 
standing force, in Yiinnan was 7,300, but 
in 1876 these ‘were reduced to 4,500 and 
divided into twelve regiments, which, with 
the three battalions of irregulars obtained 
from other provinces or locally raised, were 
distributed over the most i 

in the province to maini 
police duty. When active military opera- 
tions wero nearly at an end, it was decided, 
in consequence of the irregularity with 
which remittances for the pay of the troops 
arrived, to disband tio of the battalions 
referred to above, stationing the remaining 
one at Chao-t'ung Fu, until the necessity 























for precaution against further risings was 
not so great, when it also would be dis- 
banded. The Committee of Reorganisa- 
tion now report that the lien chin in 
‘Yiirinan were originally established to sup- 


plement the regular army (iJ FE.) These 
lien chiin were now distributed throughout 
the province as a guard in readiness against 
emergency, and if the Hunan irregulars 
were all to be disbanded there would be no 
force to meet a possible call for aid [in any 
direction] at any given time. It had fur- 
ther to be borne in mind that Chén-hiung- 
chow, in Chao-tung Fu, was on the borders 
of Szechuen, where the banditti known as 
kang-fei, or the club rebels, and hui-fei, or 
afiiliated rebels, have their lurking places 
and retreats, while Yun Chow in the Shun- 
ning prefectureadjoinsthe Burmese frontier, 
where fugitive outlaws band together with 
the savages and local chieftains, and are 
continually ziving trouble, sometimes rising, 
and at others hiding [in the recesses 
of the retreats.) All these neighbour- 
hoods require the presence of troops, 
‘The two regiments re-established at T’eng” 
yueh (Momein) were able to look after the 
Shun-ning neighbourhood as well, but when 
the Commander-in-chief's corps of Hunan 
braves were disbanded, one of these regi- 
ments was sent to supplement the garrison 
at Ta-li Fu. There is a regiment of lien chiin 
at Chao-t'ung Fu, but it is stationed too far 
from Chén-hsiung-chow to be of practical 
service in that neighbourhood, and it is 
also charged with the duty of guarding 
the river. The remaining lien chiin only 
just suffice to protect the other places 
where precautions are necessary, and none 
of them can possibly be withdrawn, but 
the committee propose to disband the 
remaining regiment of Hunan braves re- 
ferred to above that was stationed at 
Chao-t'ung Fu, and after putting down a 
rising at ‘Ta-kwan in that prefecture was 
sont on to quell an insurrection amongst 
the aborigines at Pa [Chiang 1}, as they have 
succeeded in reducing these tivo neighbour- 
hoods to a condition that admits of a slight 
relaxation of precautionary measures. With 
the pay thus saved they purpose establish- 
ing two additional regiments of lien chiin, 
numbering 750 men, to be stationed at 
Chén-hsiung and chow respectively.

Shanghai Race Course on future days, 
The Police, all were of opinion, were en- 

ed especially to prevent disorder of any 
find; but as the “highest official” of the 
force we saw on the ground religiously 
Kept himself non est beyond the purlieus 
of the entrance gate, where a sergeant or 
two and any number of constables were 
also stationed, the little gang of interlopers 





















were permitted to have such full swing 
as their chances gave. We speak freely 
on this matter, because our attention was 
several times ‘called to it; but it was 
thought better to wait and see how long 
such a thing would be permitted without 
hindrance. It is sufficient to say that 
Dame Fortune's wheel was there from be- 
ginning to ending of the afternoon’s sport. 
‘To-day, there will, perhaps, be thimble-rig-

an Autumn Meeting here.

Dr. Nevius next addressed the meetiny. 
His first words were words of congratu- 
lation on the successes achieved by the 
advocates of the Temperance cause, not 
only in Shanghai but all over the world, 
He regretted that efforts to establish teetotal 
organizations at Chefoo had not been at- 
tended with very great success. He then 
said that he did’ not propose to take Tem- 
perance as the subject of his address, 
but the famine in the North, and the 
manner in which he had assisted in 
distributing relief. ‘The ‘ famine district” 
had comprised a largo portion of five 
provinces, and he thought that the total 
number of those who had perished would 
probably be equal to the population of a 
European kingdom, He did not think 
that any adequate idea of the state of these 
districts could be conceived by any one 
who had not been in them. ‘The first in- 
ication of the calamity met with by those 
travelling those parts of the country, was 
the great number of people met with’ whe 
were trying to escape into more favored 
localities, and all roads leading in these 
directions were strewed with corpses, and 
often with the dying. At Kao-yin, land 
had been sold for one-tenth of its value. 
‘The distress just thero arose not so much 
from lack of food as from want of money 
with which to buy it. People at the early 
stages of want had sold, first their house- 
hold furniture, then their animals, then 
their children, and then their wives. "Those 
who had been possessed of some little pro- 
perty had seemed to succumb sooner than 
those who were poorer, because they were 
not 0 capable of doing at least a little 
manual labour by which to earn a few 
eash. At this place there was a wealthy 

who had inade a good deal of money 
his neighbours, by 
buying things from them very much below 
their value, On the speaker's an 
place, he applied to this man for his assis 
ance, but he refused to render any, making 
many objections ; saying, among other 
things, that the officials had not been able 
to accomplish much good, and that dis- 
turbances were likely to result from any- 
thing being attempted in the way of help- 
ing the poeple. ‘Tho plan adopted for the 
distribution of the funds that came from 
Shanghai had been, in the first place, to put 
up a placard stating that no money would 
bo given at the central station. "Agent 
were then sent round to tho nearest ¥i 
lages, who went from family to family, 
taking the names of all those who applied 
for help; when the list was completed, a 
headman, chosen by the villagers, came to 
Kao-yin and received the allowance for the 
entire number, ‘This allowance was ten 
cash a day for each person every five days. 
Tn some places there were fifty or sixty. 
applicants, and at the commencement of 
the speaker's operations his list comprised 
9,000 names. On the arrival of more 
money from Shanghai, the agents extended 
their visits to a larger number of villages. 
In the interval between the exhaustion of 
the first sum of money and the arrival of 
the second, it was a very sad task to have 
to say to large numbers of applicants, “We 
cannot help you till more money comes. 
On one occasion a man presented himself, 
saying that he represented the inhabitants 
of a certain Iarge village. On being asked if 
all the other people in that place were like 
him, he being almost reduced to a skeleton, 
he replied that he was the only one who had 
strength enough to make the journey in 
search of help. This man died before he 
could receive any money, although his 
village was one of the first visited after the 
arrival of more funds. It was absolutely 
necessary to adhere to tle rule not to give 
any money away at head-quarters, because 
hiad any been given there, large numbers of 
people would have congregated and opera- 
tious would been greatly impeded. During

the first three mouths, the number of per- 
sons relieved rose frum 300 to $00; after- 
wards 15,000 to 20,000 received assistance, 
and during the last two weeks there were 
33,000! Some of these received half for 
two or three weeks. There was no dis- 
turbance of any kind, and the rev. gentle- 
man said he slept quietly in a room where 
were thousands of taels” worth of cash, sur- 
rounded by starving people, without’ ever 
being disturbed in the slightest degree ! 
On the other hand, the people seemed to 
appreciate what was being done for them, 
and supported and assisted him in every 
possible way. The funds lasted ont just 
until the harvest time. ‘The speaker as 
glad to have an opportunity of than! 
ing those who had contributed their 
money in aid of this laudable object, as he 
had frequently been asked to do by the 
recipients of it. (Applause). There were 
no evidences now to be seen in the fields 
of the famine, although much of the land 
had changed ‘owners, some of whom had 
died, while others had left their respecti 
places. Many of those whose land 1h 
been so poor that they could not sell it, 
were now in the same position as they had 
been before, ‘The speaker went on to state 
that the people in these districts did appre- 
ciate what had been done by foreigners for 
them, and asserted his belief that it would 
have’a very powerful effect in the future 
in opening up the country, not only to the 
merchant but also to the Gospel. The 
rev. gentleman was listened to most at- 
teniively, and sat down amid prolonged 
applause. 

ir. W. Johnston then sang “Mavour- 
neen,” and was encored, but he simply 
bowed an acknowledgment of the com- 
pliment. 

Mr. C. P. Bueruex then gave a short 
sketch of the rise and progress of the 
‘Temperance Society ; he thought it had 
been started in the first place by seven men 
belonging to a man of war; three months 
dl been induced to join them, and 
since that time had dono what he could 
to assist thems in the objects they had in 
view. (Applause). At first they used the 
Shantung Chapel rent free, but after a 
time they subscribed and ‘begged some 
$2,000. ‘They then rented a place for the 
accommodation of their seafaring friends at 
Tis. 30 a month ; finding it too small, they 
rented another in Hankow Rond at Tis. 60 a 
month; when the lease of that place ex- 
pired, they found that it, im turn, was not 
large’ enough, and they’ had then leased 
tho premises 'they now occupied for five 
years at Tis. 1,350 per annum. Two 
months ago, they'liad the pleasure of find- 
ing themselves ont of debt, and now arrange- 
ments hiad been made, by which they ex- 
pected to add another storey to the 
mises, of which they had taken a ten years’ 
lease ‘at Tis. 175.a month. Looking back 
upon what had been accomplished in the 
past, he confidently anticipated success in 
the future. (Applause). After thanking 
those who had taken part in the entertain- 
ment, he announced that tickets for the 
Proposed course of concerts under the 
direction of Mr. burg could now be ob- 
tained, $3 for self and lady for the course, 
or 2 a single ticket.

‘THE SPECIAL MEETING OF RATEPAYERS, 


Yo the Editor of the 
Noxra-Curya Henan. 


Dear Sin,—A special Ratepayers’ Moet- 
ing is to be held on the 12th inst., “in order 
to consider the advisability of omitting 
Dues on Merchandise from next Budget, 
aud in what other form the necessary re- 
venue can best be raised.” The object of 
the meeting is of such importance, that a 
public discussion enabling your readers to 
ventilate the measures to be taken seem 
to be desirable before the meeting takes 
place. 

‘As faras I see, the meeting has been con- 
vened in consequence of the fact that im- 
porters of opium stored on hulks outside 
of the foreign Settlements, hare removed 
to the French Concession in order to evade 
dues on opium, Tt results from a speech 
delivered by the Chairman of the Council 
at the Ratepayers’ Meeting on the 25th 
July, 1879, that the loss, which the Muni- 
cipal Revenue will suffer in consequence of 
the missing dues on opium, may amount 
to Tis. 20,000 a year. Accoriing to the de- 
tailed Statement of Municipal Finance for 
the year 1878, the whole ordinary revenue 
—leaving out a loan of Tis,” 24,000— 
amounted in 1878 to Tis, 240,055.27. 
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‘The principal items of such revenue aro =

‘Tho Dues on Merchandise represented 
therefore nearly 397, of the whole ordinary 
revenue. According to Art, IX of the 
Regulations, the dues shall’ not exceed 
1/107, on the value of the goods. ‘This per- 
contago is small, the tax not burdensome, 
and the dues are borne not by the parties 
who pay them, but by the consumers of the 
goods, living nearly all in foreign countries 
or in’ China outside of Shanghai. This 
takes place equally with regard to consign- 
ments and goods bought and sold for own 
account, ‘The omission of the dues of ls. 
83,000, and the corresponding increase of 
other Municipal taxes, would theryfore 
throw this amount, borne by persons not 
directly interested in our tax system, upon 
the landowners and residents of Shanghai. 
Such a measure may be recommended if an 
urgent necessity compels to adopt it, but 
at the present time there is no such neces- 

ity. It is merely to be feared that 
consequence of the loss of dues on opium, 
the whole amount of the dues will decrease 
from about 83,000 to about 63,000 taels. 
This loss of 20,000 taels should be covered 
by reducing the disbursements. Should 
such a reduction be impossible and should 
the most regrettable separate position of 
the French Con compel the com- 
munity of the Foreign Settlements to in 
crease or lovy other taxes, it will be justi- 
fied. in, replacing only the lost dues of 
20,000 taels, not the still existing 63,000 
taels by more hurdensome taxes. 

‘The consequences of the opium hulk 
affair are not to be overestimated. ‘The 
enormous capital invested in houses 
and godowns in the Foreign Settlements, 
the restricted local accommodations in 
the French Concession, the small amount 
of the dues, and the experience of many 
years, render it unlikely that the dues will 
cause a general exodus of residents from 
the Foreign Settlements to the French 
Concession, or a consequent depreciation 
of real estate in the Foreign Settlements. 
Should residents of the Foreign Settle- 
ments try to evade the dues by establish- 
ing offices under other names in the French 
Concession, the Council will have to apply 
to the Coutts for redress. 

Doubts have been expressed whether the 
Foreign Courts of Shanghai would enforce 
the payment of the dues. ‘They have been 
established by the Land Regulations, and 
would therefore be illegal, merely on the 
hypothesis that the Land Regulations are 
invalid, that from a legal point of view 
we have no Foreign Settlements, but live 
in completo anarchy. Fortunately the 
Land Regulations have been sanctioned by 
the Foreign Governments chiefly interested 
jn them, and numerous judgments of 
Foreign Courts in Shanghai have been 
rendered in virtue of rules contained in the 
Land Regulations. Should, nevertheless, 
‘a Foreign Court declare the Land Regula- 
tions as not valid, perhaps owing to the 
want of formalities, for instance, on Act of 
Parliament, the Government concerned will 
find the means to have its will carried out 
according to equity by supplying the mis- 
sing formalities. 

‘According to Art. IX of the Land Regu- 
lations, the proportion between tax on land 
and on houses or buildings shall not exceed 
1/20% on the gross value of land, to 1/ on 
the annual rental of houses, ‘This propor- 
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tion, which is said to be on the French 
Concession 1% to 12%, does not answer 
the present circumstances. ‘The rates of 
6 and 8% now levied on annual rentals of 
houses in the Foreign Settlements are hiizh, 
the land tax of 3/10% on assessed value of 
land is too low. There are paid for instance

Should it be impossible to cover the mis- 
sing 20,000 taels by reducing the Munic 
pal expenses, I think it best to alter the 
proportion fixed by the Land Rewulations 
and to raise not the General Munici 
Rate but the land tax, say from 3/10 to 
6/10%. This increase would supply 
20,000 taels, and render it in most cases 
impossible for the Innd owners to throw 
the tax on the tenants, who are already 
heavily taxed. 

Would the landowners who, to a vreat 
extent, are enjoying their wealth in foreigi 
countries, object to such a scheme? ‘The 
have an abnormal influence in tho Rate 
payers’ Meeting ; at the last mecting out 
of 250 votes, 72 votes were represented } 
only five persons. It is to be hoped that 
the well-known public spirit of the Shang- 
hai residents will induce the landowners 
to look after the public not their own 
private interests in this matter. ‘The ques- 
tion regards not only the ruting Ratepayers, 
but every resident at Shanghai who pays 
towards efraying the Municipal expenses, 
especially many thousands of Chinese teu- 
ants, It must not be forgotten that alter- 
ations of the Land Regulations rest with 
the representatives of the Governments, 
and that reasonable and equitable wishes 
of the majority of the Shanghai residents 
may be catried out against the will of the 
Inndowners. 

Summing up, I think it best, 1.—Not to 
omit Dues on Merchandise, but to redneo 
the disbursement. 

2.—In case of necessity, to raise the Land 
Tax, not the General Municipal Rate. 

I'shall be glad if these lines will bi 
forward an answer and arguments, which 
may rectify the views of

the Sist instant, thero is put forward the 
statement that on either side of the Opinm 
Tax Office, in the French Concession, a

In the cause of fairness, I beg that you 
will allow mo to correct the hasty inference 
of your informant. This Benevolence 
Committee of the two hsien districts, 
Chau-yang and Hwei-yuen, has, for many 
years past, made it its duty to furnish the 
t, sick, and otherwise unfortunate 
or infirm people of those districts, with 
means to leave Shanghai and retum to 
their native homes, in the North-eastern 
art of the Kuang-iung province. It will 
interest you to learn that, to further this 
really humane object, both Messrs, Butter- 
field & Swire and the China Merchants’ 
Company have agreed to carry at half fare, 
on their eteamers, such unforiunate persons 
as are sent back’ to the port of Swatoy 
the expense of that Committee. T 
these applicants for relief are sometimes 
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known fact, and that, consequently, it would 
be diffienlt to induce private individuals 
from these districts to allow a Benevolence 
Ottice of this description to be attached to 
their hongs or their family mansions can 
easily he understood. ‘To save, therefore, 
the expense of renting a house specially 
for this purpose, the Benevolence Com- 
mittee applied to the Opium Tax Office, in 
the vicinity of which there is a number of 
lnrge Swatow hongs, and received permis- 
sion to hang out a signboard, to serve as a 
guide to those who have occasion to solicit 
its aid. This is “the tablet” referred to 
your paragraph, hanging on the left 
hand of tho Opium Letin establishment's 
gate, for the removal of which there is no 
cause whatever, as itis clearly not the 
duty of the Chinese Government to. dis- 
courage benerolence. ‘There is really alittle 
organised connection between the Opium 
‘Tax Office and the so-called ‘ Benevolence 
Committee of the Swatow Gnild” as be- 
tween a certain foreign firm in Shanghai 
and a Famine Relief Office, whoso signboard.

THE SHANGHAT TEMPERANCE SOCIETY. 
To the Editor of the 

Nonrw-Cursa Herat. 

Sm,—On Saturday evening last, at the 
‘Temperance Hall entertainment, Mr. 
Blethen briefly reviewed the circumstances 
leading to the formation of the Shanghai 
‘Temperanee Society. Considering the 
favour which the Society has gained in 
public estimation, it may not be out of 
place to supplement the President's remarks 

na few words anent the progressive 
history of the institution, 

In 1871, the English gunboat Leren was 
stationed ‘at Tientsin, and several of the 
crew of that vessel were induced by Mr, 
Edmund Wheatley (then living at ‘Tien 
tsin) to form themselves into a Temperance 
Society, ‘The original membership _con- 
sisted of the Chief Engineer of the Leven 
and_ six men, When the ship arrived 
at Shanghai, in the month of October, 
a place was sought in which to hold meet- 
ings. ‘The want was represented to tho 
port Chaplain, Rev. Mr. Syle, who at onco 
allowed the use of a room in’the Seamen's 
Chureh at Pootung, and a few meotings 
were held there. But tho locality was 
found to be out of the way and incon- 
venient, especially for the shore friends 
living in the Settlements across tho river. 
Yet another kind. eympathiser, in, evory 
good work, the Rev, William Muirhead, 

romptly helped them out of the difficulty 
By giving them pormission to hold mestings 
in the London Mission Chapel, Shantung 
Rond; there they used to meet every 
Saturday evening, and entertain themselves 
and shipmates by making short temperauco 
addresses and singing songs. ‘Tho earnest- 
ness of the “Blue Jacket” temperance ro- 
formers induced many shore residents to 
join, and when the Leven went away up 
the 'Yangtsze, the following spring, the 
community of Shanghai had really taken 
hold of the reins of the new Society. Mr. 
Charles Schmidt was President, and Mr. 
Gordon, Secretary and Treasurer, both 
zentlemen being elected to fill those posi- 
tions on 24th of August, 1872, when tho 
management of the Society was yielded by 
its naval founders. Mr. ©. P. Blethen was 
ected President on the removal of Mr. 
Schmidt from Shanghai, and first occupied. 
the chair 26th October, 1872. 

‘The list of membership rapidly extended ; 
the Society yrew too large for the accommo- 
dation afforded in the Chinese Chapel, that, 






































quite importunate and annoying is a well- finally, it was decided to open a Temperance 
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Hall to meet the wants of the Society’s 
members and friends. A committee was 
appointed and secured premises in the 
Szechuen Road. It was a very modest 
beginning, consisting of two large rooms. 
The “Hall” was opened to the public on 
the 22nd of May, 1873, an occasion 
which I remember with great pleasure. 
It was a very enthusiastic gathering. Ad- 
miral Sir ©, Shadwell, R.N., occupied 
the chair, and Rear Admiral Thornton A. 
Jenkins, 'U.S.N., was also present. Both 
of these distinguished officers tendered 
their hearty conzratulations to the Society, 
commended its objects, and urged the men 
of both services to frequent and patronise 
the Hall while on shore. ‘The venture was 
a successful one ; in less than a year it was 

found necessary to find more extensive ac- 

commodation. Another and Inrger Hall 

was obtained, in Hankow Road (the site 

of the present Local Post Office,) and opened 

July, 1874, Dr. S. Wells Williams deliver- 

ing ‘the inauguration addeess, It would be 

wrong, in this connection, to forget that 

the worthy “old Shaw,” a coloured man 

formerly well-known to the residents of 

Shanghai, collected several hundred taels 

towards the subscription opened to pay off 
the debt of the Society. ‘The lease of that 

building expired in October, 1875, and 

could not be renewed, owing to the premises 

being required for Municipal purposes. It 

turned out well ; for it caused the Committeo 

to take a lease of the present commodions 

building in Nanking Road, formerly kuown 

as tho British Post Ollice, which, from its 

central situation and excellent accommoda- 

tion, still further commended the institu- 

tion’ to the public. It was opened Nov- 

ember, 1875. 

Of ihe lectures and lecturers ; of the | 
amusements aud happy gatherings ; of the 
success of the benevolent and sensible ex- 

eriment ; it is not my intention to render 

otails. The institution standsa monument 
of its own usefulness. Everyone must_re- 
joico to learn that the Society is still in a 
Honrishing condition, and that further im- 
provements in the ‘Temperance Hall are 
contemplated. It will not be ont of place, 
however, to prophecy continued success for 
the Society in its career of well-doing. The 
pleasure of doing good is the only one that 
never wears out.

MUTINY AND MURDER aT SEA. 
(Glasgow Weekly Herald.) 
‘The American papers lately’ received 
contain details of a terrible mutiny and 
murder at sea, A San Francisco deapatel, 








days out, the wind being a light breeze, the 
crew mutinied, and without a moment's 
warning threw overboard the second officer, 
who was in charge of the deck at the time. 
Hearing a commotion Captain Cavanagh and 
the chief officer rushed on deck, and both 
were immediately murdered and thrown 
into the sea. The supercargo, Mr. Thorn- 
dike, brother of the owner of the ship, 
who had about £1,200 in coin on board, 
shared the same fate as the other officers ; 

ud the crew, having secured the money and 
everything of value that could be readily 
removed, set fire to the vessel, and taking 
to the boats made for the Japanese coast. 
Having landed in safety, they divided the 
spoils, cherishing the hope that all trace 
of their foul deed had been obliterated, but 
the confession of Law has led to the arrest 
of all but two of the criminals. The San 
Francisco Call states that the Alaska was a 
vessel of 1,400 tons burthen, and was owned 
by Messrs. Thorndike & Co., of that cit 
The Captain of the United States war- 
vessel Askuelot, who was in Shanghai when 
the Alaska sailed, states that the crew were 
a motley lot, some of them being the very 
rst characters in Shanghai—discharged 
sailors of different nationalities—who would 
not hesitate to knock a man on the head or 
slit his throat for the coin in his pocket. 
Mr. Thorndike says that, including cleven 
stowaways, there were forty souls on board, 
several passengers being among the num- 
ber, and Uelieves that the latter were also 
mutdered for the money they would be in 
possession of at the time they went on 
board. A singular report in connection 
with this crime is the fact that two days 
after the Alaska sailed a rumour was current 
in Shanghai that the eaptain and oflicers 
had been murdered by a mutinons crew, 
but no credence was attached to it. ‘The 
aAlaskt was valued at £20,000 when she 
started on her voyage.

If 
they invent a new article thoy conceal their 
light under_a bushel, and seem afraid of 
publicity. Let anyone require any special 
article of manufacture, he has sometimes 
to search pages of advertisements before 
he finds some meagre announcement which 
records, with the address, the fact only that 
‘Messrs. So-and-so are manufacturers of the 
desired article, and there the announcement 
ends, On the other side, let him turn to an 
American paper—and what a difference ! 
Perhaps a whole page describes the article 
required, with illustrations, prices, and
